ORDER 

At present the registration and activities of Aquaculture farms in coastal 
areas of the country ie., the area of land within the distance of 2 k. m. from the 
High Tide Line (HTL) of the seas, rivers, creeks and backwaters are regulated 
by the Coastal Aquaculture Authority of India (CAAI) as per the Coastal 
Aquaculture Authority Act, 2005 (Central Act 24 of 2005). 
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2. As per G. O. read as 1st paper above as modified by G. O. read as 2nd 
paper above the State Government have constituted District Level and State 
Level Committees for development of Coastal Aquaculture in the State, as 
provided under the Coastal Aquaculture Authority Act & Rules 2005. 

3. As per the notification read as 3rd paper above, Government of India 
have amended the Export of Fresh, Frozen and Processed Fish and Fishery 
Products (Quality Control Inspection and Monitoring) Rules, 1995 and inserted 
Sub Rule 6.3, namely:— 

“6.3. The establishments shall procure Aquaculture Products only from 
farms registered with Coastal Aquaculture Authority of India(CAAI)/ 
designated Authorities and monitored under the surveillance of 
Competent Authority”. 

4. As per the amended Rules it became mandatory that the exporters 
have to procure aquaculture products only from farms registered with the 
Coastal Aquaculture Authority of India (CAAI)/Designated authorities, which 
means the exporters are prohibited from processing raw materials from 
unregistered farms. 

5. As per the letter read as 4th paper above, the Commerce Secretary, 
Government of India has advised to expedite the entire process of registration 
of aquaculture farms by State authorities by beginning with notifying the 
competent authority followed by the process of registration of farms. As per 
the letter read as 5th paper above, the Chairman, Marine Productions Export 
Development Authority (MPEDA) has requested to complete the registration 
process before the end of April 2010, lest the European Union (EU) will 
impose a total ban on import of fishery products from India originating from 
aquaculture. 

6. The aquaculture farms beyond the coastal area limits in the state are 
not being registered by any agency at present. Only the farms which avail 
subsidy assistance under Matsyakeralam and simlar projects are being registered 
with the FFDAs of the State. 

7. In these circumstances, in order to avoid any ban on fishery exports 
from the State and to satisfy the European Union (EU) regulations on the 
traceability and food safety requirements, Government are pleased to designate 
the concerned Fish Farmers Development Agencies (FFDAs) of the State as the 
Authorities for registration of all Aquaculture farms in the State beyond the 
purview of Coastal Aquaculture Authority Act, 2005 (Central Act 24 of 2005). 
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8. All aquaculture farms which are not covered under Coastal Aquaculture 
Authority Act and Rules 2005 should be registered with the respective FFDA 
before the end of April 2010. Application for registration of farms should be 
submitted in the form appended to this G.O. 

9. The Director of Fisheries will take further follow up action in this 
regard.
